Land plowed before the high w a­ 
ters has to be worked over with a 
disc harrow to get it in shape for 
planting. 
The hard rain beat down 
the ground and the warm sun baked 
it. 
Farm ers of Rush county during 
the week have been in their fields 
plowing and running over ground al­ 
ready plowed. 
M any are using disc 
harrows, which breaks up the clods 
and leaves the ground in fine shape.

People are digging up 
young dandelions, and perhaps ten ­ 
der plants of one or two other v a­ 
rieties, to be boiled as “greens,” 
To many, especially of the young­ 
er (lasses, boiled “greens” have no 
more taste than cooked hay or wilt- 
*»d wrapping paper would nave. Some 
even go so fa r as to say^ th at 
thi 
practice of eatiug greens is an echo 
of cannibalism— a survival of 
the 
times when farm ers destroyed weeds^ 
ar.d then ate them in a sort of stom ­ 
achic fit of 
triumph. 
Nevertheless* 
boiled dandelion is esteemed 
as 
a 
delicacy by many, and its season is 
watched with interest, and its p a s­ 
sing noted with regret. 
To ail such 
the crop this year, which is rem ark­ 
ably abundant, is a living joy. 


An act of the last legislature pro­ 
vides for a stricter supervision of 
the business of disposing of bodies of 
dead an im a ls. 
Persons in such busi­ 
ness 
have to obtain 
licenses, and 
there are a number of provisions in 
the act with which they have to com­ 
ply. 
Another act amends a law in 
effect since 1908. 
The amendment 


p ro v id es a term in the State prison 
for p e r s o n s who injure or kill do­ 


m estic a n im als. 
The following is a 
summary of the two statu tes: 
House Bill 120 (Chapter 111), a p ­ 
proved March 6, requires persons en­ 
gaged in the business of disposing of 
the bodies of dead animals to obtain 
licenses, for which they shall p a j 
$25 to the State veterinarian and $1 
to the secretary of State, in additior 
to $25 to be paid with the applica­ 
tion. 
On paym ent of tjie 
the State veterinarian shall “inspect 
the place where such applicant de 
sires to conduct such business,” and 
if it is not found suitable and san i­ 
tary, shall notify the applicant in 
what particular it fails to meet re ­ 
quirements. 
The applicant may then 
remedy the defects suggested and re­ 
quire the State vterinarian to make & 
second inspection, “but he shall not 
be required to make more than two 
inspections of the same place under 
one application. 
In case such appli­ 
cant is refused a license, no p a rt of 
the fees paid by him shall be paid tr 
hirh, but the same shall belong to the 
department of the State veterinar­ 
ian.” 
If the State veterinarian find-' 
the applicant to be a responsible and 
suitable person, and th at he has a 
satisfactory place of 
business in 
which to dispose of the bodies of 
dead animals, he shall jssue a certifi­ 
cate on which the applicant may ob­ 
tain a license by paying the second 
$25 and the fee of $1 for the secre­ 
tary of State. 
The applicant must have “a build­ 
ing adapted to the purposes intended, 
provided with concrete 
or 
cement 
floors, good drainage, and thoroughly 
unitary, all to the approval of the 
state 
veterinarian.” 
Any 
cooking 
vats must be air tight, except vents 
Jor live steam used in cooking, but 
hall be so disposed of as 
not 
to 
eausY nuisance. 
Skinning and dis­ 
membering of bodies must be 
don© 
inside the building. 
Any cooking or 
burning of the bodies must be so 
done as not to cause annoyance to 
citizens, nor interfere with the com­ 
fortable enjoyment of life and prop­ 
erty. 
Bodies or p arts of bodies not 
consumed, shall be buried four feet 
deep in quick lime. 
“All carcasses 
of animals dying from disease or a c ­ 
cident,” shall be disposed of in the 
manner above provided, within tw en­ 
ty-four hours after death. 
W agons 
for hauling animals shall be 
w ater 
tight and covered, and any animals 
placed therein shall not be removed 
until they reach the place of dispos­ 
al. 
Hauling dead animals any place 
except on one’s own 
premises, 
or 
from a city or town under contract 
with 
such 
municipality, 
shall 
be 
deemed engaging in 
this 
business. 


T h is 'sta te veterinarian shall e sta b ­ 


lish reasonable rules and regulations 


for conducting such a business.

Lo ndo n, April 21.—Po lice o rders pro - j 
hibiting them fro m ho lding Sunday 
meetings in v ario us places were defied 
y esterday by suffragettes, and they 
had to run fo r safety under po lice | 
pro tectio n fro m an angry cro wd in ; 
Hy de Park. 
The brilliant weather 
drew a bigger cro wd than, usual. 
The wo men did no t attempt to speak 
fro m the platfo rm but darted aro und : 
singly and in two s and three and p ip ed 
o ut “ Vo tes fo r Wo men.” 
Then they ; 
attempted to make speeches. No t o ne 
o f the wo men was able to get in mo re 
than a few wo rds befo re the mo b rush­ 
ed at her and began ho o ting and hus­ 
tling. 
Sev eral hundred po licemen were o n 
duty and they Immediately po unded o n 
the men with a v iew o f sav ing the 
wo men fro m v io lence and also o f pre­ 
v enting them fro m defy ing the o fficial 
pro hibitio n o f these meetings. 
The 
o fficers in ev ery case to o k the wo men 
by the arm and led them to ward the j 
ex it, but no ne o f them was allo wed to 
depart quietly . 
The cro wd rushed at 
each wo man and ho o ted and pelted : 
them and threatened the po lice who 
were try ing to sav e them fro m the 
v eng eance o f the mo b.

haul along the highway in a water­ 
tight, covered wagon bed or tank, 
the carcasses of hogs which 
have 
died from disease. 
Persons engaged 
in gathering up and disposing of the 
bodies of dead fowls, cats, dogs and 
other small 
animals 
in 
cities 
or 
towns, under 
contract with 
such 
cities or towns to dispose of them as 
garbage, or employed by a 
city 
or 
town to dispose of the bodies of ani­ 
mals dying therein, are not within 
the provision of the act, and the act 
shall not interfere writh the original 
owner disposing of carcasses of dead 
animals upon his ow n premises. 
Any violation of the act is punish­ 
able by a fine of from $25 to $100, 
to which may be added jail impris­ 
onment for not less than one nor 
more than thirty days, or by both 
fine and imprisonment. 
House Bill 190 (Chapter 01), ap­ 
proved March 3, amends Burns, 1908, 
Section 2322, by adding to the pen­ 
alty of fine and jail imprisonment for 
maliciously or mischievously in juring 
or killing domestic animals, by poi? 
oning them or otherwise, the alter 
native penalty of imprisonment in the 
state prison for a period of not less 
than one year nor more than 
eight 
years. 
There is no emergency clause.

When Vernon Wink, the Knights* 
towui durggist, was convicted for vio­ 
lation of the liquor laws in the Henry 
circuit court at Newcastle, it was 
know’ii by tlie prosecutor that his 
license could be revoked, but the 
State attorney did not know that the 
law was mandatory. 
The statute reads that upon the 
second conviction of liquor law vio­ 
lation bv a 
druggist, his license 
“shall” be revoked. 
This resulted in 
this step being taken by Judge Jack­ 
son last week. 
The Newcastle Courier says notice 
of this action was sent to the secre­ 
tary of the State board of pharmacy, 
who will proceed with the revocation 
of the license. 
Wink has been a great source of 
trouble to the temperance ]>eople of 
Knightstown who knew that he was 
"dlinir liquor, but could not get the 
goods on him. 
They finally employed 
a detective, from Indianapolis who 
made a trip to Knightstown and pur­ 
chased liquor on several different oc­ 
casions. 
lie then gave his evidence 
to Prosecutor Evans who filed seven 
different charges against Wink. 
One of his trials was held recently 
and the .jury after being out for a 
long time, found Wink guilty and 
fined him $50. 
He had previously 
offered to plead guilty and receive a 
fine of $100. 
The jury, it developed later, settled 
the question on a wet and dry vote. 
A poll w as taken of the jury and it 
w as found to correspond with the 
vote on the verdict.
